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THE period fixed by the Punjab Government for the 
compilation of the Gasetfeer of the Province being limited to 
twelve months, the Editor has not been able to prepare any 
original matter for the present work; and his duties have been 
confined to throwing the already existing material into shape, 
supplementing it as far as possible by contributions obtained 
from District Officers, passing the draft through the Press, 
circulating it for revision, altering it in accordance with the 
corrections and suggestions of revising officers, and printing 
and issuing the final edition. 

The material available in print forthe Gazeffeer of this 
district consisted of the Settlement Reports, and a draft 
Gazetteer compiled between 1870 and 1874 by Mr. F, 
Cunningham, Barrister-at-Law. Notes on certain points have 
been supplied by District Officers; while the report on the 
Census of 1881 has been utilised. Of the present volume, 
Section A of Chapter V (General Administration), and the 
whole of Chapter VI (Towns), have been for the most part 
supplied by the Deputy Commissioner; Section A of Chapter 
Il (Statistics of Population) has been taken from the Census 
Report; while here and there passages have been extracted 
from Mr. Cunningham's compilation already referred to. But, 
with these exceptions, the great mass of the text has been 
taken almost, if not quite, verbally from the Settlement 
Reports of the district by Major James and Captain Hastings, 

The draft edition of this Gazetfeer has been revised by 
Colonels Waterfield, Hastings and Ommanney and Mr. Beckett, 
and by the Irrigation Department so far as regards the 
canals of the district. The Deputy Commissioner is respon- 
sible for the spelling of vernacular names, which has been 
fixed throughout by him in accordance with the prescribed 
system of transliteration. ,

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Preface to the second edition. 

THIS revised edition has been prepared in accordance 
with the orders contained in paragraph 11 of Revenue Cir- 
cular No, 62. No Gaszeéteer note-book had been prepared in 
the District Office, and so the whole work of compilation 
devolved upon the Settlement Collector assisted by the District 
Kamingo Pandit Sarip Nardin, who practically prepared all 
the Statistical Tables for the work, 

As directed in the orders above quoted, the plan of the 
former Gaseffeer has been strictly adhered to and the original 
matter of the work has been as far as possible retained. New 
information has been added based on the results of the revi- 
sion of Settlement 1893—1896, and the Monographs on the 
Trades and Industries of the district have been collated and 
abstracted. The account of the management of the Border 
has been revised and brought up to date by Mr. W. R. H. 
Merk, C.S.1., and the Editor. As aconsequence of the incor- 
poration of this new matter, the work now includes 981 pages 
of letter-press as against 231 pages in the first edition. 

As required by the orders of 1896, maps of the district 
and plans of the large towns and cantonments have been 
added. The plans are not very good as they had perforce to 
be compiled from old Surveys corrected where practicable by 
the field myps of the recent Settlement ; the maps will, how- 
ever, probably be found useful, 

It will be very desirable that Chapter II], Section A, 
Statistical, should be rewritten after the figures for the 
Census of 190! are available,

The Peshéwar district is the central one of the three chapter!, A. 
distriot# of the Peshiwar division, and liss betweon north lati- — 
tude $3° 447 and 34° 31° and east longitude 71° 25° and 72° 47°, Descriptive. 
It ocenpies.the oxtreme north-western corner of the Indian oe deacrip* 
Empire, and extends from the Indus to the Khaibar mountains, 

Map TF shows the main natural features of the district, It is

The Bara proper hea ita riso in a valley of the samo name, Chapter 1, A: 
lying on the southern side of the Khathar hills, but receives the Descriptive. 
greater part of ita volume, as re resented in Peshawar, from a4. pies, 
acother stream, the ‘Tira Toi, which riass farther east than 
the Bara and collects the drainage of the Tirah valley. Tho two 
stranms uuite about eight miles beyond the British border, from 
which poiit the river rans towards the north-east, antil, after 
peaantng within two miles of Peshawar, it falls into the Shah Alam 
branoh of the Kiibul in Zakhi about a mile aboyo the jonction of 
tho latter with the main stream within the limite of the village of 
Jangal. Where it first onters the district, the Bara ta at moat 
sonore Of the year a diminutive stream, but it ia shortly fod by 
some clear and copious springs m the neighbourhood of the fort 
to which it gives itsuame. ‘Those springs are colebrated for their 
aalabrity, aud many of the Sikh Sirdérs caused supplies of water 
from them to be peep daily to Peahdwar in sealed vessels. 

he greater portion of the water ia diverted near the fort into the 
waler-coursea of Khalil and Mohmand, while a sapply i nlao 
conveyed through the cantonments and city of Peshawar. In 
ordinary timos, therefore, the lower course of the Bara is alto- 
gether, ortearly, dry. Hntafter rain has fallen in the Tirah hille, 
amuddy yolume rushes down, which rendera the stream impass- 
able for several days, aid often aweeps before it the dams which 
form the carial heads below fort Bara, A rich allavial deposit 
of rad. clay, very valeable as n fertilising agent, is. brought 
down by these floods, When the dams staud, as they do ° 
except when the floods are unusually heavy, the waters charged 
with doposit so fertilise the irrigated lands as to make manure 

NEOs. ry The villages on the lower part of the Bira have 
constructed cuts for the special purpose of ntilising the food- 
water, tis. crosged by the ronds from Peshdwar to Kohit and 
Attock. Good bridges exist on both these rode. ‘This stream 
vives its nameto the celebrated Bara rice, which ix grown in 
some of the villagea on its banks. Tho Sikhs required tho 
whole crop to be brought to Peshiwar, where the best pesos 
was reserved for seed, the next best waa sent to Ranjit Singh at 
Lahore, and the remainder left to the eaminddre. The Amir 
of Alghduistén, Abdol Ralhmén, has recently purchased lands 
near the Bara fort largely with o view to Secure & supply of 
this rice. eas care being now taken to preserve & BE Ng 
wpply af seed, the quality of the rice, though still held in 
high estimation, ie said to haye deteriorated. Tho river Bara 
is in @ mousure on -object of veneration, aud Shelhan, ithe 
spot where ite waters are first divided for purposes of irrigation, 
ja held eapecially eacred. The Afridis who control its head 
watora ore alwoya able to stop its etreair—s proceeding which 
they often ipeectiens in tho times of the Sikhs. Such water aa

At 
last during: the Kevieuwl Settlement « site was discovered by: the 
Seitemont Officer where the Shekhan and Sangu- water-conrens 
fake outen the right and Itt banks by tannele throngh the 
conglomerate cliffs whick here close in upon the straam anil rise ta 
wheight of 37 feet, The widthiaf the stream lure ia onty) £18 
foot. A project fora weje here was worked ont by Shekh Sher 
Molommmad, Assistant Kngineer, under the orders of lr. Presinn; 
Snperintendin g Hingineer; to cost invall Na. 7,143 for. the weir and 
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channels, At first itwas proposed lo have ontomatic falling shutters 
on tle Grest of the weirtotmeetthe casa of the sudden floods. The 
design as now adopted is for an ordinary solid weir with gap at each 
bank to‘be filled with needles, and it isconsidered that this will be 
sufficient to pond up tha water and to secure an eqnal distribu- 
tion. ‘The ides ia that the flood after filling the tunnels will 
pass down to the old heads at and below the fort. It is hoped 
that in this way we shall secure on equitable distribution of the 
ordinary supply without loging the invaluable silt brought down 
it the foods, and thereby puton end (othe inturminabls disputes 
and quarrels in the tract affected. It is possible to take out o 
food channel ata higher level then tho oxisting water-courses 
on the Khalil bank, which will irrigate, at any rata ovonsion- 
ally, some 8,000 acres of woste ond admit of a rabi crop wt loast 

eing grown. If this can be done and. water-rates charged aimi- 
lar to those aanotioned for the Michni District Canul, the income 
will cover all cost of repairs of the weir and lo w prent extent 
rélivve the people of what is ut presents very heavy burden, Tu 
the meantime the area affected in the Bara and Kasbah circles bas 
been wasessed on its existing conditions and power has been 
reserve! to revise the assessment during the course of the Settle- 
ment ifthe condition of the tract is improved Ly the weir, ‘The 
revision ‘will probably take the form of ralsing the mules I 
rato-in thia circle and sssessing new cultivution. At any ecole the 
necessity for suspensions and remissions, which bave been heavy in 
the past, will probably be less pressing. 


__ The drainage of Hashtnagar and Yusafzai to the west of the 
sir-i-maira together with that of the northern hills, is ultimately 
all collected into the Kalpani, and by thia.one chunnel makes ity 
way into the Kabul. The Kalpani lies iia rise in Baisei or Lund- 

Chwar, and flowing southwards joinsthe Kibul between Now- 
shera wind the villuge of Pir Sabak. Ite principal tabatary frow 
the west is tte Bagiiri, which has its rise near the Milakund Pass, 
uiid joins the Kalpani at Gujargarhi. Through this stream ani it 
affluents, together with numerous minor tribularies, the Kalpani 
collects the drainage of the southern face of the Swit lille. From 
the east the main tributary of the Kalpaui isthe Mokam, a stream 
which has many subordinate feeders und rises in the bills of 
Buner — Lt \joina the main river near the village of Toru, Others 
of the streams by which these kills are drained do not survive to 
reach the. Kalpani, Of these the most important is the Wuch 
Khwar, Which drains the hillato the weet of Chamla. It te lost 
ima series of pools to the north-east of Toru. Of all thease streams 
the Kalpaniialone conveys from the hilly a perennial supply of 
water, ‘Che others {ail during the dry season of the year, bringing 
perhaps aemall driblot from the hills, bot not o sufficient volume 
to penetrate many miles intothe plain. At such seasons the su 
ply is-sensibly increased by springs occurring in the sidea of the 

through which thay flow, After rain in the hills, on the 
od, the water risea rapidly, and raging torrents offen bac 
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before might be crossed with water bare] yankle deep, The crossing 
of the Kalpani is rendered dangerous on nccount of the special sud~ 
dennocs of its foods, und its nnmerons ever-shifting qntickeands.* 
In addition to the drainage of ihe hills the Kalpani receives thn 
drainage of the Yusafzni plain, which enters it by nivans of 
the nomeroue and intricate ravines described in another para- 
graph. Its yulley occupies the lowest gronnd between the com- 
mencement of ie uplands of Hashtuagar on the west and the sir-f- 
mdaira on the east, 

The Budni stream, ax now exieting, isa continuation of the 
Chora Khwar, a ravine which drains the Khaibar hills. This ravine 
joins the bed of the Budni from the point where it is crosaed by the 
canal, locally kuown ns the Sheikh-ka-Katha. This canal! is carried 
aoross the bed of the ravine by x dam‘callod the Dig-band, 
When rain falla heavily in the Wills, the Chora Khwar floc &, “nil 
not unfroyaently carries away this dam; in which case the 
waterof the Sheikh-ka-Katha flows down the bed of the Baiini, 
At all times there is an escupe from the dum into the Budnl ; the 
water that thus escapes js supplomented by springs in the bed of 
the Budni and by waste water from the Daudeai irrigation. 
About two milas from the city, where the Dandeui rou crosses i 
by a bridge, the Badni atreutm turns sry totho east and finally 
falls Into the Shah Alam bratich of tho Kabal river jo the bound - 
aries of Déman Hindki. Tt i¢ a dangerous river to cross. In the 
summer, during which season [i catrics a great deal of water, and 
hence, possibly, the derivation of the name Budni from Dubni, sig- 
nifying drowned. Tt now only Irrigatea 2omd 600 acres and turns 
twenty or thirty mills. It is costomary to give the names Builpi, 
not ouly to the stream above daseribed, but also to that portion 
of the Sheikh-ka-Katha Canal which lies hetween its head on the 
Kabul river nnd the Daég- band. 


The Kabul, Swat and Bara rivers and the Budo} siveam with 
all the drainage of the uorth-weel, west and south-west, unite al 
Nisatta ; aud from that point to where tho combined watora join 
the Indus, the stream ia known aa the Liandai or ahoririver, in 
length onty thirty-six uniles. 


The combined streams form « large river whieh ja nawigalale 
by country boats. Below Nowshora the river runs botweon ruther 
high banks, and is of no use for irrigation; in the summer u 
great deal of land on both sides of its course if innndated, enabl- 
ing some spring crope to be rnised, Thoro are five ferries as qwoll! 
as & bridge of boats, which Inst is kept up throughont the yeor at 
Nowshera—and keeps open the communication. with the Yonkafzaj 
Sub-division. A second permanent bridge of boats has lately been 
established at Kund; where the route between Swibi and Kbatrabud

There has been no disastrous flood cansed by the stoppage of the 
Indus since 1858, when the waters of the Landai, according to 
Major James, continued to flow up stream for twelve hours ata rate 
of from four to five miles—and this retrograde flow was observed 
asfaras Nisatta. In that flood eight villages worn destroyed 
and twerty or more damaged. There was a flood before this: in 
1841, and then 5,000 or 8,000 lives werelost, In 1874, 1877 and 
1892 the floods were exceptional, 
Thera sro no lakes in the district; but witha hoavily Maretws on dl 
irrigated tract, such as the western half of the district tine 
ia; thera wre natarslly several swamps, OF these the most 
important are those lying in the centre of the Doaba, the Wail- 
preg and Mathra jbils in Peshawar, the Amankot swamp: in 
Nowshera, and the Rurin saline tract in Mardin. | Fortunately, 
owing to. the rapid slope of most of the district, and the great 
number of ravines and torrents intersecting it, the swamped arr 
ennnot increase to any great extent, and drainage Dr ajrots hove 
beon constructed and are in contemplation, which will probably 
reduce the evil lnrgely: On sone old maps it 14 noted 
that ata place near Marghuz bolow the sir-i-maira and not far 
from the present bed of the Indus a lake of several niles if) ex lett 
is formed after evory eight orten years, and such tradition ih 
held by the inhabitants.

Mineral prodacts. Besides gold, banker is tho anly mineral prodwot of nnd 

importance found in tho district itself, though the surrounding 
hills arc productive certainty of iron and antimony, and it may be 
of other metals. Tho iron of Majaur, bronpht for volo in the 
Pesh4war market, is of fina quality, and ia osed in the tianufaetore 
of gnn-barrels, Very cood antimony ore tg also brought from 
Bajaur, and sella in Peshiwar for about Rs, 19 per maund. A 
yellow marble (called sany-i-vhah-makedid) ia found near Mineri 
in. Yusafzai, and is used for the manufacture of beaila. charina anil 
ornaments, Crude chalk is found in Lundkiwar. Millstonca aro 
brought from Pallodheri in Yuiafvai, and fetch Re. 1 per pair. 
The ‘rosources of the hills of Swit and Bunér are dealt with in a 
passage already quoted from Dr. Bollaw. 

Slate quarries are situnted in the western cn: of the -detachod 
range of hilts near Manki, aboul five miles dus south of Nowshern, 
The quarry is called Darang, uni the slates are reddish brown to 
black i eolour, and work ont nhout | inch in thickness 
and 4 lo 5 fect sqture.

CHAPTER II. 


HISTORY. 


The ancient Hinds neme for the Poshiwar valley appears to 
hove huey Gandhira. This name is daid to bo dorived from that 
of ane of the patriarchs of Aryan colonization im Indi, nu early 
occupant of this district. He wae n descendant of Drnhya, 
fourth son of Yayati, the foonder of the Chandraraaa, or Lagar 
vace,* hia name of Gandhiéra figures in Sanscrit literature 
from the earliest times; and is employed by the Cline 
pilgrima of the fifth, sixth, and seventh centuries of our era. 
Strabo, too, doseribea a tract which ho calls Gandaritis; ns 
lying along the river Kophes (Kabul) between the Chonep 
and the Indes, a position which exactly corresponds with that 
of the Peshiiwar valley, Inthe same position Ptolemy places 
the Gandarw, whore, condiry he describes na including both 
banks of the Kophes immediately above it» junction with the 
fndns.t Arrian, on the other hand, spenke of the people who 
beld tho yalley against Alexander onder the name of Asacent. 
The ancient expitel of the districh was Pushkalavati, a city saul 
io have bean fonaded by DPoahkara, the son of Bharatal from 
which ia evidently derived the Greek Peukelna, Penkeluotia, or 
Penoolaitia. According to Arrinn, the historian of Alexander's 
expedition, Peukelas wos.s large and populous cily, the capital 
ifachiet oomed Astes,]| who wos killed m the aelenta of one 
of hia strongholis after a prolonged siege hy Hephaistion, 
Upon tho death of Astes the city of Peukelaotia was anrrendered, 
Tho position of tha city is vaguely deseribed by Arrinn and 
Strabo as" near the Indus”; bat the peographer Ptolemy fixea 
it upon the eastern bank of the Seusteno or Swat. With this 
pomtion agrees the itinerary of the pilgrim Hwen Theang, who 
on quitting Parashawar (see below) travelled towards the north 
east for 100 Ii or 164 miles, and-alter crossing o grent river 
reached the town of Pu-se-kin-to-fa-ti which, traneliterated into 
Sansorit, ia precisely Pashkalavati. The river mentioned iz 
evidently the Kabul; and the bearing and distance from Peshi- 
war point to the twin towne of Chérenda and Pring, ‘Thee 
villages sittinted on the loft bank of the Swit, a short distance 
above ite: junction withthe Kabul, are two of the settloments 
forming the well-known Hashtnagar, or “ eight cities.”

1611, during the reign of Jahangir, the Roshaniis once more 
app eared in force, and succeeded in causing Areyelt in Kabul, 
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but were defeutail with groat slanghter, and from that time tho 
sect gradually wore out. Althea present time ite tenets are 
rofessed onty by the immediate descendants of the founder in 
irah and Kohat, and by soma of the Bangash and Orakeni 
Pathdns. The ancestors of those membors of the lntter . tribe, 
who are popularly known as Shias, were probably of this sect 
The Yusafzsi, upon Grst taking posseasion of their present 
seats, were accompanied by three Sheikha of great repute, be- 
lieved to have possessed the power of predicting events dostined ta 
affect their nation, The most celebrated of these was Sheikh Malli, 
to whom was entrusted the work of dividing the land amougest the 
several branches of the tribo, The relative proportions nesigtiodl 
by him to each clan ia the recognised standard of the present day. 
Te did not specify the Innds, buf, referring to the numbers and 
circumstances of each family to be provided for, he fixed the 
relative number of shares* to be assigned to the clans aud thelt 
several minor divisions, And these have been adhered to iw all 
their subsequent removals and migrations, so that it is 9 comman 
thing atthe present day to fin Yusafzai proprietors eagerly 
referring to this ancient scale of rights.

There is no local belief, however, in this statement, nor do we hear 
again of the supposed King, They were defeated near Attock ; but 
ropulsed at Peshawar the royal troops sent against them by Amin 
Khan, the Governor of Kabul, and ramained fora time sole muas- 
tera of the plain, the Yusafzai especially acquiring great fame for 
valour and martial prowess.

He advanced, however, only 
to Haasan Abdal, whence he ilesputohed his son, Sultan, to act 
wainst the rebely.

once a warrior, post, wad patriot ; himself the moat polished mem- 
ber of the most polished tribo of his nation. Ho has left a history, 
and some poems of considerable merit, which he:indited during ia 
wars with the Mogbal emperors to excite the patriotism of his 
countrymen, reciting ihe brave deeds-of their fathers, und taunt- 
ing thom with lukewarnmmess and wont of manty spirit. Nor was 
ho less active as a soldier than asa patriotic bard; for he led hia 
Khattaks well on many ootasions, and once obtwined a great vic- 
tury on the low hills opposite Akors, though deserted by the 
Yusafzal whose base flight he hos rocorded in a poem full of spirit. 
On ‘one occasion he fell into the hands of the enemy, and was for 
‘three years imprisoned m the fart of Gwalior, after which he was 
roe ae for some Imperial peau of rink, aod returned 
to the head of his tribe, which ho led on to fresh victories in the 
defiles of these Khaibar and Khrappa passes, the hills of the Mob- 
mands, in the Doiha, ut Nowabera, and at Akora; and was thus 
notably instramental in the enceassful issueof a war by which 
this brave people freed themselves from the oppressive role of the 
Emperors of Delhi. 

‘The auccessura of Aurangzeb retained nominal possession of Nadir Shits. 
Peshiwar, but the monarchy was declining, aud they had neither 
the power nor inclination to make any further attempts to control 
its rode tribos, In A.D 1718 one Nasir Kbin was uppointed 
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governor. Huw adopled a eonciliutary policy towards the Pathan, 
with whom lw became popular, He long forewnw the storm which 
was abont to barst npon the faliing ernpire, anil had for sotie yeura 
wurde the Court of Nadir Shah's approach. His onlls for nasistanbe 
wern, however, neglected: and whon the threatennd invasion oun’, 
anil Nadie Shih wppeared at Peshiwar, he sorrenderad the place, 


‘The conqueror, crossing the Indus in 1738, defentod the impertal

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forges, and, following up his vietary, extorted from) Mrhammuad 
Shih a treaty by which all the trans-Indus countries were ended 
lo him. The rome throngh the Kbaibar hind heen closed against 
Nidie Sh4h hy the Afrilis and Shinwaris, bot an Ornkzai chief 
led his army by Tiral io Poshdwor. He inteniled to punish: these 
tribes on his return, hot was soon woarivd of 4 contest which

seeing these, the King was readily porsnaded that to nitompt the 
blockade of n people who could liveon such productions wonlil be 
fotilo, Peshiwar wie thus again transferred from the Eastern to 
the Western empire, and Nasir Khan's services wors rewarded by 
his new tnster with the joint government of Kibal and Poshiwar. 
During the nine veut which intervened between thin peried aud 
tho asenssination of Nadir Shah, thy affairs of Khordaan ooonpied 
too mnch of his wtention to allow of muuch inlerferwncn. with the 
now province, the pooplo ol which had of late years conaidernbly 
increased inwealth and numbers. Tho Yuuafeai, tho Khattake, and 
the hill tribes ramained independent and paid no tribote + but the 
Khalils, Mohinands, Dundgaie, Gigitnis, and Mutommutenia of 
the plains submitted to the local governors, and were forced to pa 
tribute through their chiefs, Some of the latter were in the habe 
of gomp occasionally tothe Court and bringing hack with them

‘The Durdnicampwasat Topinear Zatda, when Sayad Ahmad 
advanced from Panjtar and encamped at Zaida, sending a party 
wt night under MaulviTsmail tosarprise bis enemy. Theattack 
wns completely successful ; Yar Muhammad waskilled, hia force 
put to fight, and his camp, together with six guns and mauy 
horses, fell into the hands of the Sayad.

Sayad Almadturned 
to Hashtnagar, where Sayad Mahammad resided, whoalso fied at 
his approach ; thence he traversed the Godiba to Michni, and, 
crossing theriver there, threatened Peshawar. He was supported 
and accompanied by Balirém Khau, one of the Khalil Arbibs 
hostily to the Barukzai, and by Paizulla Khan, Hazérkhéniwala, 
a chief of some importance, By meana of the latter a negotiation 
was outered into withthe Sardars, who acknowledged the supre- 
mnacy of the Sayad, and received him at Poshiwar asa master. 
He remained only three days in the city, leaving Manlvi Mazhar 
Alito receive a eum of money for which he had stipulated with 
the three brothers, and to act ashis néib, and returning himself 
to Panjtir.

ond Pir Motammad the Dodbe, whilst to -Sulthn Muhammad 
wore neaigned Kohat and Hangu, Ranjit Singh seemed much dis 
tressed mt the cleath of his General, and it ia said that ho would pros 
bably have withdrawn from Peshiwar, could he bnve done-so with 
honour, The position wae che which caused him continted anxiety 
and yeration, and entniled upon hima large expenditure; forthe 
local revennes wore to a great exterit absorbed in grants and 
jagirs, As it-waa, he reduced the annoyances to a minimum hy his 
teconciliation with the Barakzai Sardire which released him from 
the chargy of some of the most troubled portions of the district 
eR ng being in their hands, la avoided coming in contart 
with the Mubammadziis, amongst whom were many tarbulent 
and discontented Chiefs, whilst he way equully freed fram the 
rhids of all tho petty frontier tribes connected) with Swot 
Similarly their presonce in the Doubs saved him ina great men« 
sure from the restless Mobmonds; buf asa portion of sede 
waa retained, he placed 4 garrison at Shabkedar, a fortrese built by 
Toj Singh in 1887, On the Khalfl and Jowor Mohmanil-frantiers, 
exposed to the Khwibaris and Afridis, he assigned large grants 
to the chief men (Arbabe) taking coro that tho villages immwuii- 
ately under tho hills should form the greater part of their jagire 
Similar grants were made to the chiefs of powerful and remote vil- 
lages, from whith the collection of revenne might otherwise have 
beon attended with difieulty. Having in this manner secured lilim- 
self on the frontior by foregoing the revennes, he was onohlod to 
etnploy hig atrength in controlling the teppihs nearer to Peahiwar 
In Yusafeai he realized thé revenne by ihe periodical despatch of 
brigades into the country, und thns kept. the people under eom- 
manil without permanently locating troops or cxercising that 
direct and constant management which would have embroiled 
hits in a prolonged struggle with the tribes. Kohit being 
tigned to Sultan Mahammad, he tefrnined from intorforonce 
with that close andl savage district, or with the tribes roenpy ing: 
the pass connecting the two valleys. Hari Singh was at fret 
succeeded by Sardér Tj Singh, who, however, wns shortly re- 
lieved by Goneral Avitabile. This officer retained the charge for 
ubout five years, from 1836 to 1842, acquiring ns great a celebrity

Thus Mohammed Khan, Arbib of Mohmand, who formed the 
revenues of that tappah in 1837, fled to the hills of the Adamkhel 
Afridia, where ba romained for fonr years, In bis abeonco, a 
memberof another branch of the family was appointed to the 
Arbabi,.on agency with which the Sikhs could not dispense ; but 
ho was onable ‘to control the tribe, and in 1840 Muhammad 
Khan wes recalled by General Avitabile under the guarantee of 
ajdgir of Re, 6,000, subsequently increased by Tej Singh pnd 
Sher Singh to Rs. 8,550, o Khalil Arbabs, absconding in like 
manner, were similarly recalled receiving a jagir of Ra 12,000, 
exclusive of their fumily poeseesions styled carkharid, the 
rayenueaol which ware remitted to tham. Any attempt on tho 
other hand to realize cash payments direet to Government was 
hitterly and violently rasiated. The maintenance of internal 
order was scarcely attempted. Blood feuds hotwren distriats, 
villages, and families were unchecked or followed only by the 
levy of fines, when the Governmont officers deemed it pradent ta 
interfere. Lnroads and-raida from beyond tho frontier were. of 
frequent ocourrence, and remained nnavenged, unless driven to 
desperation by their constant reaurrence, tho tribes of the plain 
watld retaliate undorithe guidance of thair own Arbabs and malike, 
The Pathing,.in fact, continued to.govern themselves by the rade 
and sanguinary lawa handed down to them by their forefathors, 
which offered te their wild natures a-mode of avenging wroags 
and adjusting disputes more congenial than the courts of infidels, 
The. Government troops were stationed principally at Pashiwar, 
out-posts being placed in the Shabkadar and Bara forts," 

‘Tho Sikhs were thus unable to adopt any systematic restraint of 
those deep-rooted habits and feelings which filled the district with 
crime and blood, and they refased to consider inroads not directed 
against themselves as tending to cast discredit on their role.

No further changes occurred down to tho revision of sottle- 
ment in 1893, when it was considered dwairablo to further 
reduce the namber of tuhails by adding Dodba to Hashtnayar 
and Dandeai wilh four Dandzai villages—Dab, Boniadi, Maman 
and Garhi Sharif, formerly comprised ng Chak Kiniira Hajizat 
in the Dodba—to Peshawar, The Dodiba Daudzat tahsil was 
abolished by Punjah Gazette Notifications Nos. $79 and 886, 
dated 13th May '$93, and the new tahails are known as Char- 
gadda and Peshawar. 


Utmin Bolak was not an appropriate name, ms it 
omits mention of Razzar, the most iinportant section of 


the tract. The mame as io the onse of the other tabsile 


has therefore been altered to Ewibt after the head- 
quarters. 


Owing to the great distance of the valley from Kohdt and 
its vicinity to Cherét and Nowsherg, and aldo to the fact thut 
the population is Akorn Kiattak, sud most of their dealings aro 
with this tabsil, the Khwirrn Niléb valley, which with Zirn had 
been transferred to Kohat in January 1854, was retronsferred 
to thia district xnd attached to tha Nowshern tahsil by 
Punjab Gazelle Notification No. 45, dated 19th January 
1806,

Gamestera and 
Prostitutes also are present, and reap. rich harvests from their 
vioting, In these feativale enemics often meet and settle their 
disputes with their swords. Previous to the British rule, these 
assemblages were always very uuruly and disorderly crowds, 
fod imnch blood was spilt. Now, however, tliey are batter con- 
dacted, but still four or five deaths from violence may occur.

The Churoh Missionary Society setabliahed ita Mission tothe | The Peahdwar 
Afghins at Poshiwar in 1855, in response to an offer of Ra, 10,000 minon. 
from Major W. J. Martin, At the time some apprehension 
of danger was felt regarding the propagation of Christianity 
jn so bigoted a stronghold of Mahammadaniam, and when the 
Peshiwar Mission was first started, an officer of the station put 
his name down on the subscription list for " one rupee towards 
a Dean and Adam's revolyer for the first missionary.” These 
‘Bppreliensions have been shown by experionce to have been 
wholly without foundation. ‘ho first missionaries were the 
Revd. Dr, Pinndér, the Revd. Robert Clark, ua, and Major 
Martin. Dr. Pfander was the eminent controversialist, the 
author of the Misdn-u!-Hagg, and other worka. The Peshiwar 
Mission has-auffored much from the sickness and death of its 
‘members, the following having died at Pesahawar:—Rovd. T, 
'Teiting, wa, 1862; avd. KH. E. Olark, s.4., 1863; Revd, 
J. Stevenson, £866 ; Revd, J. W. Knott, w.a., 1870; Mra. Alice 
Wade, 1871; Miss A. Norman of the Zondina Mission in 1884; and 
several others have been invalided. Soon after the establish- 
~mentof the Church Missionary Soojety’s Mission at Peahiwar, the 
Revd. Isidore Lowenthal, of the American Presbyterian Mission, 
arrived, and engaged himself in tho translation of the New 
Testament into Pashto, the laungoage of the Afghins, which 
was printed and published in 1863 at Hertford. Mr. Lowenthal 
was pocidentally shot by hie watchman, April 27th, 1964. 


The Mission has now Brinch Missions at Nowshera, Mardéu 
aud Haripur in Hasira, and itis hoped that a Medical Mission 
will very soon be at work in the Pesh4éwar district.

schoo! educates up to the Mutrioulation Standard of the 
Calestta and Ponjab Universities, aud tas 400 pupils, many of 
whom are sons of Afghin gentlemen, Though the number 
of papils is not so large a4 formerly, this i4 easily to be aceount+ 
ed for. The Mission School waa atone time the only Anglo- 
Veruaculor Educational Institution in Peshawar. Tho desire 
for éducetion has spread and with it too thers has sprong op in 
gome quarters a very easily understood objection lo Mission 
School religious teaching. The result is there are now 
three other suhools in the city of Peshowar teaching up to the 
Entrance Standard of the Ponjab University, bot the Edwardes 
School, which once stood alone in Peshawar, haa well maintained 
ite place in the edncational mee, This school drawa « grant- 
in-wid from Government of Ra, 330 per month, aud the monthly 
fees amount to wbout Re, 240 per mensem. The pupils receive 
instruction in Bigliali, Persian and Urdo, and there are also Arabic 
and Sanskrit classes, In the presence of other schools, whiek

two main clans, Hotak aud Zirak. Captain Hastings gives 
their pedigree table at pago 103 of hia Settlement Report.

_ By for the largest nombor of villages ara held by Khat 
taka; they are located in ths sonth-enatern corner of the district. 
The derivation of their name has already beon given at page 127; 
They aro divided into two main branches known ag the eastern oF

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| The last chief who held sway over the entire tribe was Saadat 
Khan, who received from Timor Shih the title of Sarfariz K hin, 
by which he is more commonly kuown in recognition af services 
randered by lis brother Klwshil Khan to the king's father 
Abmod Shih when the former engaged the Malirattas near 
Hassan Abdal and lost hia life in theaction, At his death hia 
Holl succeeded to the Khanship of ths eastern Khattaks and re- 
sided at Akors on the Kabnl river; his authority extended to near 
Kbhushilgarh on the Indus, below which the western Khattaks 
Rent i under the authority of the soua of Shihbés Khan, 
younger brother of Sarfardz Khin who resided at Teri. 

When Ranjit Singh mada first a pasaing visit to Poshdwar he 
received assistance from Abbés Khan, the great-grandson of

Orokzki, where he was imprisuned and afterwards poisoned by 
order of Yér Mohammad Khin. Khwis Khén, brother of the 
late Abbas, was murdered by Afzal Khan, whose father, 
Najaf Khin, succeeded to the chiefahip of Akora. He conti- 
hued in power for a long time owing to his connexion 
with the three Barakzai Ssrdérs, who married three of hia 
nieces; but they received from him an annual tribuia of 
Re: 12,000.

Ther begged Jand from the Dilnzake, but eventan)ly 
possessed themerlves of the divisions known as Yueafsai, Haslit- 
nagar and Doaba, whieh they oceupy at the present time. The 
Ghorai Kiel Afghins, comprising tha Mohmeands, Khalil and 
Daudznia came some years Interand tock the tappas* in which 
they are now located from the Dilnznks. The position ocenpied 
hy them was in the plain; they werd in consequence exposed fo 
attack by the local governors and beenmé more under control 
Hian their fellow-clansmen of the other three tribes who lived 
nt w préster distance. The claims of Government in these 
three foppus created the indms bawajeh-doftariat, They were 
on nm fixed ecole, and enjoyed penerally by the proprietary 
body.

Mardan, and the Jabs jangal, 691 acres, which is under the Com- 
missariat Departmont nesr Peshawar. In the Nowshera Tabsil 
ap aren of 3,802 acres of hill-side lnand was separately assessed in 
the Kohi Khatisk circle in Nowshera of tho Regular Settle- 
ment as being in excess of the requirements of the estates in 
whioh it lay, viz., 8,093 aorea in the nino rokha detailed in para- 
graph 431 of Captain Hastings’ Report and 709 acres in Sadan. 
The questionol reserving some or all of this as foel and grass reserves 
for Cherat waa considered at the Revised Settioment, but it was 
decided that it waa not necessary to take action on the matter 
at present In the Khwérra circle an area of 21,502 acres were 
shown as foresta and 57,968 acres as not available for cultiva- 
tion, This isnot, however, under the Forest Department, and the 
forest area represents certain blocke of the waste in which the 
people and Government are jointly interested and which haye to a 
greater or less extent been closed to cutting and grazing. A full 
report on the aubjeot of the Khwarra waste hae been submitted by 
Messrs, Lorimer and Haughton which is under the connideration of 
Government. The matter is one of considerable importance a9 the 
Khwa4rra is the only large camel-browsing tract left near Poahd- 
war, and the cantonments of Nowshora and Pindiare to nw large 
extent dependent on it for their fuel enpply-.

‘The return 
has been rather disturbed by the large imports of wheat, other 
grains and four to Nowshera in 1595 for the Chitral Relief 
Force, when the imports tinder these heads rose to 160,000 
maunds against a normal total of 11,000 maunds for the half- 


year; but even so there ia o large balance of 179,911 maunds 


in fayour of exporta over imports, and it must be remembered 
that all the exports under these heads consist of the produce of 
the district. Theres has bean a grest development of irrigation

Another partially metalled road, 22 miles in length, connects the 
Cherat sanitariom with the railway at Pabbi, and there are metalled 
rons from Peshawar fo Nahakki, 94 miles, and to Muhammadeni, 
Smiles, and itis in contemplation to carry the former on to 
OChérsadds, 10 miles, and eventually throngh this to Mardan. 
Good unmetalled lines of communications connect Peshawar with

~The old hospital, which stood on tha site now occupied by 
the Egerton Hospitnl, existed many years. An Assistant Sur- 
reon waa first placed in charge of it on Ist September 1866, but 
it had been founded long befor that date, probably since 1854. 
The old boilding not affording anfficienit accommodation, the 
present hospital was begun in 1881, and was opaned liy the 
Marquis of Ripon nm November 1882, and named the Egerton 
Hoapital. Tt cost Rs. 64,192, which was met from Municipal 
fonda. The hospital is centrally situnted within the city, und 
Consista of a central domed block and two oblong wards, one on 
each side of the cantral block, from which they are completely 
detached. ‘he central building containa the out-patient room, 
office, dispensing room and specially lighted operation room, 
Enéh of the lateral wards—one medical, the other surgical— 
afford’ accommodation for fourteen in-patients, and hag also 
two.small rooms for eye cases. A broad verandal runa round 
the Joteral. building, and a small turret occupies each corner. 
The private wards, of which there are six, anil the female wards 
ten, are in two lines, looking out on s small garden of which 
they form two boundaries, a third beings formed by the servants’ 
houses. The private and female wards aro builé of brick, each 
consisting of a small room with a verandah infront. The total 
nimber of indoor patients for which accommodation is provided 
in 48; n larger number might with safety be admitted in the 
cold weather, ‘The staff consists of an Assistant Surgeon, two 
Compoundors, and menials, the wholo beng coutrolied by the 
Civil Surgeon,

The relations of the wen of Chamla with 
their cousins in British territory are eomowhat faint, bat the 
connection is siillto soma extent acknowledged. Clhininla lita 
completely under the iulluente of the powerful clans of Bandr. 
Here commence the Yusafxai tribes. Next to Bonér come the 
tritios that hold the Swit vailey.

The 
boundary of the Swat valley towards British territory is the 
Mora and Malakand range, the southern slopes of which are 
inhabited by « section of the Ranizai tribe and @ misce!laneona 
eo alata ; the tract from the British border to the range being 

hown ng Sain Ranizai, From Sam Ranizai to the Swit river, 
whore it entora British territory at the Fort of Abagai, the hills 
ate held by the Utmin Khel tribe, who also occupy the country 
on the right bank of the river as far as Bajaur and the limita 
ofthe Mohmands, A small section of the Utmin Khel is settled 
in the north-western corner of the Yusnafaai sub-division within 
the British border, but the Utmin Khel of British territory have 
long ago severed their connection with the independent portion 

ftheir tribe. The Uimin Khel do not belong to the Yusnfzni 
tribe, the western Woundiry of whoee territory is formed by 
thom. Tho conntry lying between the Swat and Kabul rivers 
ia held by Mohmand tribes who extend north up to the range 
that fants the left bank of the Kunar river, ond to the west ns 
Inr as Jeldlnbud and the Shinwaris, Taking them in the 
order as they lie from the Swit river to the Kabul, the 
following sections of the Mobmands border on the Peshiwar 
district—the Burhén Khel wod Isa Khel, the Halimzai wand 
the Tarukeni, South of tho Kabul river, in immediate proximity 
to the British territory, live the Mullngoris, whose settlements 
torminate near Jamrdd at the mouth of the Khaibar Pass. Thoy 
are, or rather wero in former days, o varsal clan of the Mohmand: 
who immodiately to their west hold the Shilman valley. Next 
‘to the Mullagoris, and completing the chain of independent tribes 
round the Peshawar valley come the Afridia, who are divided into 
the three great sections of the Khaibar Afridis, the Aka Khel, and 
tho Adam Khel, The Ebaibar Afridis touch the Peshawar border

Maidan. To the north of the Khnibar Afridfy come the BShin- 
wiris with whom we havo little todo, the eection that inhabits 
the Losrgi plain near Londi Kotal excepted. ‘his- section 
receives w subsidy from the British Government in connection 
with the Khaibar Pasa arrangements, of which move herenfter. 
From the Bara river to the mooth of the Kobit Pasa tho hills 
aro held by the Aka Khel Afridis, while from tho Kobét Pass 
eastwards live the Adam Khel. 

Omitting the comparatively insignificant clans of the 
Gadies, Utmin Khel, and the Mullagovis, the tribes rannd the 
Peshawar district fall uthnologienlly and te some extent politically, 
into three: main divisions: first, the Yusafzai tribes (of whom the 
Gaddns forall practical purposes form a portion) from the Indus 
river to the SwAt river; next the Mohmandsa from the Swit 
river tothe Kabel river; and Justly, the Afridia. Between the 
Yusafzaie and Mohmands the connection, sich ns it in, of 
descent and of historical tradition, ia more close than of vither of 
the two with the Afridfg, There can be little doubt that the 
Mohmands and) Yusnfsais jointly emigrated to their prement 
settlements from tha interior of Aighinisuin, while thers is avery 
reason to believe that the Afridis bnve held the country they «6 

dpkiceny occupy from much earlier times anid vury. probably

_ ft will probably be eufficiont to vive only i brief sketch of 
our relations with the frontier tribes authe Peshawar horde 
since sunexation of the Punjab, z 
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 Parning to the Yosafzai tribes that. live along the frontier 
line-from the Indus to Swit, the chief cause of any difficulties 
with them since our ovcupation of the Pestdwar yullay bas boon 
dirvetly or indirectly due te the presouce of a colony of Hindus- 
ini fanatios in their midst. 


This colony owea its rise toons of those udventarerk who 
under the guise of epiritnal Jeaders have so often plunged the 
Poshhwar valley into bloodshed and confusion from the days of 
the Moghal Empire down to recent days. Abont the year 1829 
one Saye Alimad Siiih, « Hindustan of Bareilly, mada bis 
Appoarance i Yusafzat. He wae a nedla by profession and had 

roceedud to Mecca in hie youth, There i nu doubt that dining 
in rvidence in Arabia he utlopld tie tenets of the Wahabt 
sect, whith he endeavoured to enforce and extend in wfter life, 
whenever a aafe opportunity to do so offered itself, About the 
time of his return rom Mlecea the influence of the Sikhs over 
the Poshawar valley had oummenced i exert itself and it 
appeared likely that Muliammadan rule in the valley would 
give way before tho urmies of Ranjit Singh. ‘There was natur- 
ally considerably excitement among the Muliammacans in 
consequence. Enya Akmnd took advantage of the state wf 
affairs to arrive on the serene with sbout 400 followers whom he 
had recruited among the. Mubammadans of Bengal and 
Fiindustan, Hu came in. time to taise the spirits of the 
Yusifzsis which had been lowered by a crashing defeat they 
had received from Ranjit Singh at the battlo of Nowshers,

Daring the autumn of 1862 and the ensning cold weather 
they ngain commenced to give trouble, and a detachment in 1868 
re-cccupied Sitans, the Gaduna and tribes of the neighhourhpod 
generally giving them covert assistance, The time had arrived 
when it became absolutely necessary again to have recourse 
tomilitary operitions, as the excitemont among the tribes was 
spreading on both sidex of the Indus, ond dalay in effectually 
ndding the frontier of the chronic canee of disturbance—the 
Hindestini fonstics—might have encournged other tribes to 
‘action, and (possibly the opportunity might have hoon lost for 
putting an ond tothe persistent irritation on tho border, It 
was determined to aettle the matter oner for all by proceeding 
to mitack the Wahabia in stich a manner os to cut off their line

An impression, fostered by the 
enemies Of the British Government within aod withont the 
border, had got obroad that the British mtended to ocoupy 
Runér and thence march into Swat; and soon oa formidable 
nomber of fighting men collected from far ond near, onder the 
londerahip of their chiefs and malthe to resist the progress of 
the troops, The pressure of public opinion waa snch that the 
Akhnnd of Swat (of whom a short accoant will be found below) 
wne obliged against his better inclination to lond his infinence in 
support of the opposition, ‘The conflict ussumed large dimen- 
sions. ‘Tribedimen from the furthermost sottlomenta of the 
Yuaafgais made their appearanceat’ Ambeyla, and the expedi- 
tion eventonlly resolved itself into s determined struggle between 
the British on the ona hand and the independont Yusafsnaie on 
the other, among whom, 39 was natural from their proximity to 
the scene of action, the men Of Bunér, the Mahéban, and Swit 
bore the priveipal part. Wrom 15,000 to 20,000 fighting men 
were collected, and for six weeks the British troopa wore fully 
occupied in holding thelr own on the erestof the pass.

The men of Bunér behaved well from the date of the termi 
nation of the Ambeyle Expeilition op to 1568, when in the 
prosecution of a private fond a party of the Ashitai come 
down and burnt the village of Pirsai ii the Sudhum valley in 
British territory. A blockade was oetnbliahed, and jy April 
1860 they came to terme, rebinit the destroyed village, and 
paid # fine to the Britich Government. ‘heir condnct wags 
Bop nil 1877, when a serious rid was committed hy tho 
‘shoesj, Daulatzai and Nurrzni sections ut Bunér on tha 
border villages of the Sadham volley. Several of the villagers 
wore killed, bat tho inhubitants of the valloy rallied and 
severely punished the riders, who retired with a loss of 21 
killed, 30 wounded and 14 er The raid was no douht in- 
stigated by Ajab Khan of hargulini, a village in Sudhtum. His 
father, although not one of tlhe recognized Khans of Yuaafzai, 
had attained the position of a chief hy his force of chaructar 
daring the troubled times tlint preceded the annexation of 
the Panjab. Hieson had mberited the determined will and 
the bold and dangerous instincts of his inthor. For nay 
years ull matters connected with the Bundr frontier had more 
or Jess been manayrol by thia chief ; hut finding that na the 
tribes came to know us better, and us oor hold over them grew 


more firm, hia personal importance was declining, he detor-- 


mined to cr@ite vomplicntions ow the border Whiok woold. bring 
ea Lae notice, as ‘te fully iesaict that he wonld be 
employed in allaying t sterm that he had raised, and wonld 
Soquire grant ered thereby. With thia object he incited 


ot 
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the Bunérwale to make an attack onthe Snudhum valley. He 
was, for this offence, tried and sentenced to death, and waa 
executed at Peshawarin June 1873, There can be no doubt 
that this vigorous measure hus produced a deep impreasion on 
the Peahiwur border. Unfortunately many of our complications 
with the border tribes have been due to the intrigues of those 
who, as British sabjects and as profiting largely by the genorosity 
of their Government, should be the first to aid that Government 
in ita policy. Thestepthat way taken in bringing the man to 
eee had been guilty of the bloodshed of British subjects 
os bad, elrewhere as wollas near his home, an excellent effect. 
With regard to the Bunérwals they were blockaded, and in Sep- 
tember B77 the Nurezai and Danlaten) sections made their au 
mission, andin April 1878 the Ashusai surrendered the property 
they had carried off, and « final Sottloment with the Bundrwals 
woe effected. In 1885, owing to adispute over & womun, the 
Bunérwila burnt the exposed British village of Pirsai ; Hundr 
wae blockaded, and after « tedious struggle as to who could 
held out longest, the blockadersa or the blockaded, the Runér- 
wile gave in and peace was restored towards the end of 1880, 
Though they held aloof during the Chitral Kelief Expedi- 
tion of 1895, probably becange their lashkar could not assemble 
in time, the western sections took a lending part in the attack 
oo the Malakand in July-Augnat 1897, and men from most 
of the other sections, except perhapa the trans-[ndus Chaghar- 
am, joined in. They also opposed Goneral Blood’s advance 
mto Upper Swat at Landaka; on 16th August, where it is said 
iit they suffered severly. An opportunity was given to them 
of making reparations for their anprovoked attacks on our 
troops, bat as they failed to comply with the terms offered, Sir 
Bindon Blood advanced on 7th January 1808 with a force of 
7,615-men into the Salarzai country, capturing the angha Pass 
above Sanghan with a loss of one man only. Colonel Adama of 
the Guides advanced on the sume day by the Pirsai route, and 
General Joffrey# subsequently crossed the Amboyla Pass into 
Chamla. The whole Bonér valley, except the country of the 
Chagharzai which was excluded from the operations, was 
peronaly opened up. The submission of the clan 
was abject and camplete, and the fine imposed on 
them ps shown below was realised in full before the force 
left the country on 19th January, Thus waa the false impres- 
‘on of the strength of the tribe due to the opposition enconnter- 
ed at Ambeyla in 1963 dissipated, and it isnow believed that the 
tout resistance then offered proceeded largely from the Sw&tis.

Hrecesding now to the remaining section of the Yusafzai 
country before reaching the Utnuin Khel, it will be sofficient to 
note briefly that singe the days of the mutiny, with the exeap- 
tion of a amall complication, which will be noticed hereafter, our 
relations with tho inhabitants of Swét, aud more ospecially with 
tliat tract called Sam Ranixai, which bordord immoiiatety on the 
Peshawar District, have been fairly friendly. for tho —tnat 
genérution the Swit valley has been tinder the dominant tnflnencn 
of thi well-known spiritual leader, commonly called the Akhand 
of Swat. He was born about the year 1704, Atnn early age 
he was remarkable o@ a sober and pious Ind with a decided taste 
for a life-of religious-seolusion. When he had reached the ago 
GF 18, be first loarnt to road and write, and turned hia attention 
to the rodimenta of hia religion. Por some time he wandered 
alront as a tdlib-ul-ilm or religioue adholir, and eventnally took 
up his residence, aliout the year 1816, ato lonely spoton the 
bank of the Indus bolow the small village of Boke. and 
there built, for himself a emall nt of camel thorn. Ho led a 
life of austerity, avolusion and meditation for a period of twelyo 

cara, during which lis fame neo psiint, under the name of the 
rermitof Beka, spread gradually throughout Bastern Afphén- 
istin, In 1835 he joined the Amir Dost Mohammad Khan in 
an attack on the Sikhs, bringitig with him a body of fanatical 
disciples, When the Amir was defeated tha Akhund flod to 
Bajaur. Aftera time ho roturned to Sam Ranizai, and eyen- 
tually took up his residence in the village of Saidu in the Swit 
Mrs There he lived the life of an ascetic and religious leador, 
desply venerated by thy poople over whom, uot ouly in hia.own 
valley but throughout North-Hastern Afghdnistan, ha gradually 
acquired an unboonilod influones which, to hia crodit it shoul 
be said, he used almost invariably for parposes that wore 
ucoording to hia light; inenleating troth, peace and BA, 9 
aaying as far oe fie could the mlerminable fends among the 
peop’ and enforcing the precepts of tha Muliammnadan law aw 
ir ae was compatible with ineradicable Pathan coxtoma, 


The depredutions of the inhabitauta of Sam Rénizni, which 
they carried onin spite of the exhortations ofthe Akhand to 
preserve a peaceful attitude townrda tho Britiah Government, lod 
to throo expeditions in the years from 1349—1852, which were 
directod against the villages to the south of the Mélukund Pass. 
Tn their course the people of Sam Hanizai were daly chnstised. 
But the ropeated success of Gritish operations openod the ea 
of the Swit chiofeto the possibility of a British Force Scie ans 
visiting their own valley, and created goneral alarm, In th: 
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a stand would lie in appointing one chief to eommand the whole 
tribal forces. Thia proposal being sgreed to, the Akhuand 
selected Syad Akberof Sitana, who was accordingly installed 
askingof Swit under the patronage of the Akhund. He set 
about collecting a standing army and guns, and fore few years 
earried onthe semblance of a ronghly organized government. 
But his power eradunlly declined, and when he died in 1857, it 
was little more than nominal. The attitude taken ap by the 
Akhond at the crtmisof the mutiny was favourable to the British 
Government, and does orodit alike to his sagacity and political 
foresight, nnd to his control over the natural impalss of » man 
in hid position toincite the religious animosities of the people. 
Ho exercised all his influence in preserving order, The sey ya 
of the 55th Native Infantry, who, having mutinied ob Hoti 
Mardin, had esonped from Nicholson's pursuit to Swat, were sent 
by him out of the valley and seroes the Indus. No doubt in 
doing eo he was partly actuated hy motives of fear, lest the 
eon of the late king of Swit, with the assistance of the sepoya, 
might be able to gain firm power in Swit and overshadow hia, 
the Akhond's, authority. Bub allowing that. he had a personal 
gris ig view, it must he esid that the wholo tendency of his 
policy at the time waa distine! ly peaceful, During the general 
exciiemont of the Amboylas Campaign le was compelled to join 
the ranks of thoso that appored te: bint na soon na the expedition 
waa over hereanmed jis formor attitude, and ever afterwards 
the Akhund ndyvised the people of Swit and Bondr and other 
independent tracts to belinve towarde us as good neighbours, and 
H they offended the Britich Government, to meet such demands 
seit might make, and to comply with such terms ns might be 
mposed. “The best proof of hia wise restraint of the evil spirits 
of Swit and Banter ia the almost total immoanity, for many years 
previous to hin death, of that portion af aur boriler from rmids 
Gud other serioua offences, ‘Towards the close of his life gront 
ressure was potupon hin to dopurt from tho neutral postion 
he bad adopted towards the British Government, He, howevar, 
sloudfastly refased to comply with the requests he received from 
Kajol, and upto Wiedeath in Jdannary 1877 remained firm in 
the attitude he hed taken up many years ago towards the 
Britieh. His death was followed by w series of struggles 
between hia elder son, commonly called the elder Miénm Gal, and 
the chief of Dir, both endeavouring to eatablish theirsnu remae 

in Swat at the expense of the other, Atone time, 1883-84, 
Midin Gul, with the wid of the oliefs cf Bajaur, who wre bestile.

He fed to the Utman Khel and, tmking with 
himself. a band composed of their bad characters, in April 1482, 
eame down ond night and murdered the lahsildar of Hasltringar. 
The Otman Khel refused to pive satisfaction and opouly eaponsed 
hia cause. A forca visited the Utmda Khel villages lying 
along the border and destroyed them. Alftor tliat, the conduct 
of the whole tribe remnioed uniformly good, till m December 
1876.0 serious outrage ealled imperatively for active moasures. 
Inatigated by persons of influence in Britivh torritory, w gang of 
Utmin Khel attacked some cooliog whowere employed on the 
head-worke of the Swit Canal near Abazai. Six coolins were 
killed and 27 wononded. In consequence, the Utman Khal wero 
blockaded, but owing to the exigenciesof other considerations 
it was not at that time possible to tuku tavre enetpetic stops 
against them, After the close ofthe Jowdki Expedition, how- 
ever, the Utmén Khel villages of Sapri and Bucha wore success: 
folly surprised in 1878 by tho Guides, accompanied by Sir Louis 
Onvagnari. ‘Tho ringleader of tha raid of 1376 was killed, and 
full retribution was exacted from the tribe. Siiae then thus 
Utmin Khel have given very little cause for digsitisfaction.

The Laman Utmin Khel gave in at once, and complied fully 
with terms aunounced to them. It was oot found necessary 
to mareh troops throtigh the country, thongh Mr. Waterfield, 
Asaiatant Political Officer, visited all their chiof villages nnd 
A survey party mapped the country.

(3) Surrender of 300 guns and 300 ewords.

The Utmin Khol villages of Sanghun Miau Khan, Pipal, Kui 
Barmol and Karaki in tappal Baisni belong to this stock, and 
thongh they have not much connection with tho parent tribe, 
they have always shown o tendoncy to turbulence and to 
consider themselves hardly British subjects. The expedition 
against them in 1649, in which old Sanghan and Bormal ware 
destroyed and the villages moved io more accessible cites, has 
alrandy been notioed. They pave trouble again in 1873 at the 
Regular Settlement, aud in 1897 most of the inhabitants crossed 
the borderto join in tho attacks on the Mainkand, for which 
they wero fined ons your's revenne and forfeited their frontier 
remissions for three years. The Hashtnagar village of Tangi 
als sent men to join our euenties on this occasion and met 
with similar treatment, 


South and west of the Utméin Khel lives the large tnbe of 
the Mohmands, whose settlements stretch from the Pesldiwar 
border as far aa Kunor to the north and Jalalabad to the weat. 
They differ from many other tribos that are contigaaua to our 
frontiar, in that they possesses Shaws or hereditary chiefa, drawa 
from families who from anciont times have supplied the leaders 
of the tribe. The kians are appointed by thy Amirof Kabul 
und removable ab his pleasare, enjoying from the Kabul Goveen- 
inont oxtotsive jayira aitunted in the Juldinbad District, or 
Ningrahar. ‘Thess chiefs are the Khio of Lalpura, who exoris 
influanes over the eastern Mohmands, and the Khan of Goshta, 
‘who, lesa in degrae aud power, leads the wastern Mohmands, 
One section of the tribe, the Halimaai, receives an allowance 
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of Léipora, The Mohmnnda, thorofore, are more readily 
amenable to the wishes of the Kala! Goveramont than other m- 
dependent clans living along the Hritiah frortiar, 


Oor relations with the Moljmunds may roughly he divided 
into two periods, ong of incessant Lowtility and conflict commenc- 
Ing with the wnnoxntion of the Provinos down to 1864;-and the 
other a period ofan almost anoroken ponoe. U¢ ds onurions to 
note that these porioda correspond with the gimilar plasoe of otir 
rolotions with the Yussfeai tribes, ti fact, the Atwbieypia 
pao ar be seems to have been the turniny point of our relations 
generally with independent triles along tho Peshdwar border 
from the Indos to the Kabal river. 


The British Govornment had, however, long before come in 
contact in the course ofthy first Afeldy wae with the Mobmand 
triba, when the British forces advanced to plaice Bld) Shujn on 
the throne of Kabaol. Snadas Klin wad toon in power at Lal- 
pura. Ho joinod the Barakaai party, and was consequantly 
‘driven ont, and his cousin lorsbie Khan jnstallod a his atead, 
With the eollapee of the Saddosal jitereat in [44.41, Torabds 
Khan had to give way to hin rival, whom, on iakiny over the 
Peshawar vulloy from tho Sikhs, we found as Khao of Lalpurs. 
Hia: feclings towards tho Brisiah Government wore tut irally 
unfriendly, and for a lousy bint be lord or iecab pra banal the hoatile 
movements ofthe Muhmands, The attitads of the trib wae aol 
perhaps withont cause. Twa main sections of the Mohuands, 
the Tarakeni and Halimaai, hold jargo jitgire on the border, In 
those jigire they wore, doring Sikh rule, indopondent of the 
civilGovernment, This wae, of course, an arrangement which 
could nob be couliqued whon we typk arer the vailoy, andthe. 
“hostility of the tribe wisdie to their being required to den- 
form to the law, to become Britinh wuljogte in fact in their 
jigirs, Their first inroad oveurred in Wooombor 1860in an 
unprovoked attack onthe Britivh villogn of Shabkedar, organized 
by aeon of the chief of Lélpnra. ‘Then followed’a sariva of 
raids, in consequanco of which in 1851 the Mchinanidl villages 
djoining the border wora destroyed, nud forts wore buill ms 
Michni and Shahkadur, This meousare, however, did not ehieakk 
thé marnuding incursions of tho Mohinands.

conduct of the trite wae broken by isolated offences, In 1870 
Major Mnacdonald, then Commandant of Fort Michni, wns 
ernelly murdered hy the rotainera of Bahrim Kha, half brother 
ofthe Khin of Gaélpura, who had been stationed at Michi to 
regulate tho levy of tolla by the Michni mon from rafts on tho 
Kaby) river. Balrim Kidin himaelf has escaped punishment 
hitherto, but those of hia retainers who had octually cat down 
Major Macdonald were seized af Dakka in 1879 and met with 
their well-deserved, thongh Jong delayed, punishinent. ‘The 
Michni Mohmands no doubt know that some such ach waa being 
meditated by Bahriim Khan, and na thoy failed to give warning 
they were fined Ks. 10,000, which they paid withont demur. 
To the conrse of the Afghin War our relationa with those Moh- 
mans who live further removed from the Peshawar valley, more 
especially the Khang of Iailpura and of Goshia, were drawn 
closer ; buf to give an account of our dealings with them during 
the war would bo beyond tho province of the present note. 
Suffice it to say thaton three or four occasions we came into 
hostile collision with the Mohmands, the last being at Dakka in 
January 1890, On this ovession our Molimand opponents nar- 
rowly escaped annthilation, Their defeat made a deep impres- 
fon apon the tribe, and aftor Janaary 1980 thoy gave little fur- 
ther trouble on the line of communications to Jalilahad, 1 
should be added thatin 1870 seme Tarakzai and Halimeai Mole 
inands residing on the Poaldiwur border madu a deturminod 
attack on Alr, Scott ofthe Survey Department wiiilo surveying 
in their hills.

Under the Durand agreement of [40+ the Eastern Mohmand 
clang, comprising the T'arakzai, Holishzni, Burhénkhel, Isa Khel, 
Dawezii and Utminzai, witli-aomo sections of thu Khwaizal and 
Baoan, fell on the British side OF tho border.

the 20th Panjab Infantry onder Gen Ellis, a brilliant’ 
jeoharge of the cavalry under Major Atkingon conducing 
men ey to their rout and extricating the British force from ao 
rather awkward position. To exact reparation for this wanton 
outrage force of 6,720 men, under Genoral Ellis, entered their 
‘country by the Gandao route in September, while a brigade 
detached from General Blood’s forca co-operated from Nawagai. 
The Mohmands, whoss reputation for courage stands low, hns- 
tened to submit, and the force, except for some slight resistance 
in the Baizai country st the Bedmanai Paes loading to the rosi- 
dence of the Adda Mullah at Jarobi, was practically unopposed. 
Such reparation in gunsand money* 48 could be exacted during 
ithe short stay of the force in the country was promptly exacted, 
sud carly in October the troops returned to British territory, 
having thoroughly explored all the tract on the eaxt of the 
Daracd line. The Taraksai seotion practically held aloof on 
‘this oecasion, und their allowances have been continued to them.

“During the past thirty years of Frontier management, conslant inter- 
coume with Britiah cficors, uoresirsined trade with British sabjects, anil 
employment ii the military and civil oetablshmeots of Hoverumeaht have 
greatly altered the eeepiciina and hostile character of the bordvr men, while the 
opportunities for travelling in British territory, Ui improved armmamoent mri] 
ocyoniestion of Deitiah forces, the lemons of the recent (Afghin) war, and the fall 
oftwo consccotiva Amir of Afghanistan, and Inatly the advent of tho railway io 
thefr doors, are prodocing mmeng thw tribew that fevling of dowpaly of ‘any 
enoceafn) resistance fo. the erent of collision with the power and the resenrce of 
the Britiah Empire, which in the enrest guaranten for the foture tranquillity of 
the beriley diderheda 


Although thin ia no donbt the case, it has not been con- 
sidered advisnble to relax any of the procautions necessary to 
protect our aubjects, and in 1878 the system of employing 
frontier police and militia, which had worked forsome years 
with success in the Dernjat, was introduced in the Peshawar 
District, The militin and village levies on the frontier, from the 
nature of things, if wellarmed and willing to aot, are better 
dilayted to resist sudden raids or to follow up bands of marauders, 
than reguinr troops who move more slowly and cannot be located 
in sufficient force in every village on the bordor line; and it 
clear that to put an end to petty annoyances at the hands of the 
hillmen with same prospect of snecess and at a small eost, it is 
necessary to enoournge-the martial inatincts of the people 
to place in their hands weapons with which they may expect to 
cops successinlly with their independent neighbours, who as 6 
tole are well armed. A committes accordingly assembled in 
1878 to consider the question of introducing a border militin in 
Peshawar, An ‘xéellont echeme was drawn up and received the 
approves of Government. Ib provided for a choin of posta round 
the whole border of the Peahiwar District, to ba oceupied by a 
drilled and orgunized body of Government servants enrolied ag 
a Border police und militin. ‘The parviecns of these posts it wns 
arranged should be supported by village levies armed with 
comparativély superior weapons supplied by Government, and 
ay in the lust resort, if both the Border police and the village 

26 failed to deal with the raiders, would the troops be called 
out. The system thus provides for a series of rallying points at 
which the armed villagers will collect, who, now that they have 
been supplied with rifles, will be little inferior in fiphth 
creme ree to the men from independent territory; and the poh 
hia measure is to pproad ne it wero an. irregolar corps along the 
most exposed parts of the frontier, which whenever necessary 
ean be reinforced and supported by the regular troops. The 
manner in which the villagers of the Sudhum valley repulsed 
the raid of the Banérwala in 1877 which had been instigated 
by Ajsh Khan, showed conclusively that our villagers in tha 
wai subedivision wero more than able to hold their own 
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se sare their cousins keyond the horder: and on reconsidering 
the proposals of the Border Defence Committee of 1878, it was 
‘determined to abundon that part of the scheme which relates to 
the erection of militia poste along the frontier line from the 


Tndusto the Switriver. ‘he remainder of the scheme embraces juste 


“the border from the Swat river, round by the Kohat Pass to 
the end of the Jowdki hills, Portions of this echema received 
‘the ganction of Government and were introduced in 1879. The 
‘ooncluding part was approved in 1883 and tho establishment of 
‘n special border force of the full working strength recommended 
bye Committee of 1878 for the line from Abazai round by tho 
Kohét Pass to Shamshattu was taken in hand. The total 
strength of the border force in Peshawar is 477 men. The most 
see Fear of the Peshdwar District is therefore effectually 
protected by the measures that have been taken. The special 
bard der force nnder the Deputy Commissioner for this purpose 
is called the Border Military Police. 


Subsequently in 1891 it was found necessary to extond the 
stem acrosa the Swat river and o post was constructed at 
Ldhulam Jor tothe north of Tangi.

The heat known of the Sikh Governors were Hari Singh, 
Nalwa, and General Avitabile in Peshiwar, ond Lehna Singh 
in Shankargarh inthe Doabe, ‘hoy. had o firm hold of the tract 
to the south of the Kabnl river and of the Dodbna, and realized 
a foll nasessment, which they recorered by keeping the leading 
men on their side by the grant of consulerable assigninenta. 
Across the river their power wha small, oud they had to assign 
Haslitnagar to Sayad Mohammad Kiiéo asa jigir, while they 
confined themselves in Yossfeni to levying a lamp sum of Re. 
10,900 a fappa, which was collected by one of the leading 
Khan, to whom acush allowance or muwaysil ont of the revenue 
of the fappa was peid, When this failed there waa a punitive 
rid and the regular rovenne wea supplemented by what the 
troops could extract. 


Captain Hastings’ Fina) Settlement Report gives an un- 
nanally fall account of the history of the tract and of the revenne 
sdministration ander the Sikhs, and extracts from the latter bave 
heen given in the Asseasmont Report on each taliefl, so that it is 
nunecoseary to go intothe anbject in much detail, The anit ‘of 
wimimistration was evidently the fappa, naunlly xn area held by 
ane clan, hut in one case, the kitlea tappa, compriaing wll the 
iniscallnneon tribes lokling to the east of Peshawar.

| Hashtnagar was held in jdgir at o nominal value of 
Ra, 1,50,000 ; and the exact revenue of Yusafgai, though roughly 
tated at Ra. 1,00,000, was, for the reasona given nbove, nob 
ascertainable, In 1847 it waa Ne. 124.023, and if this be 
taken aa the average of the Sikh collections the total rerenne 
‘ander theiy role amounts to Rs. 9,22,975, and that of the yeur 
1849, according to Form A, page xii of Captain Hastings’ Re- 
port, was Rs, 10,04,771 ; but in this figure apparently the jagire 
fa Poshawar, in many of which the value was aniy nomicel, 
were incladed. At annexation the distrieé was divided into 
tahsils corresponding with the tracts mentioned above. The

Colonel Lawrence made tho firat Summary Settlement in 
1649-50 of the whole district, except Hashtnagar and Yusafzai, 
‘The firat Sammary Settlement in the former was made in 1850 
by Abdul Hak, Extra Assistant Commissioner, and in Yusafzai 

(except Baizai) in 1847 by Sir H. B. Lumsden, who divided the 
former demand roughly over the ploughs and wells in existence, 
and levied at the rate of Re, 5 per plough and Res. 10 per 
well, 


— Tm 1855 Msi James effected what was practically a Regu- 
lar Settlemont of the whole district and aasessed Baizai for the 
fret time. ‘The records in Yusafzai were summary and thera 
were no maps, but elsowbhoere thera is a very fair record and the 
work was well done, Major James’ Report 18 in print, and is 
as most interesting and clear acconnt of the district aa it then 
existed, and his village assesxment was excellent. Liberal re- 
ductions were granted in Peshiwar, Dodba Daadzai and Now- 
shers, where tho Sikh demands had been very fall, and the 
former nominal revenue in Yusafzai was considerably enhanced,

2th May 1875, for tho rest of the Sub-division. As a matter 
of fact, however, the operations went on until the close of 1876. 
Captain Hastings’ Final Report is very full and detailed, The 
Settlement was naturally o difficult one, as he himself had no 
previona experience of tho work and no local body of patwaris 
able to undertake the measurements existed. ‘This want, how- 
ever, was more than tade up by the drafting into the district 
of large numbers of trained amina from Mr. Prineep's Sottle- 


ments in the Central Punjab, which were just then approaching 


contlasion. lis recorda were specially faired, and are beanti- 
fuily written up, apd the maps in the irrigated and settled 
portion of the district were very good specimens of plane table 
work. On the border, which was then very imaccnre, the 
maps were more or leas imaginary ; and in the Hashtnagar and 
VYosafeui Mairn, which was at that time of very little aati the 
mensurements wero very much ont. Though mot fortunate i 
Muhammad Hayat Khan, tho Extra Assistant Settlement Officer 
in Yusafzai nnd Haalitnagar, the assessments were done oare- 
fally, and Captain Hastings’ personal popularity with the lead- 
ing men in the district, whom ho was enabled to treat with 
: . liberality, conduced largely to the successful issue of the 
ttigment.

The instalments have been fixed to meat the convenience of 
the poople, and with dus regard to the relative value of the pro- 
dnee in wach harvest, In the Swit Canal tract in Charsadda 
and Mardin half the demand is taken in the kharif and half in 
the rahi.

River Canal and the great increase in wells, it lias been possible 
atthe request of the people to half the refouue im each 
harvest.

In most circles, owin g to the latadate at which the angarcane 
income is realised, it has been neoossnry to have a socond khurit 
instalment, buf in Yusatzai, im the rainfall circles of the Muirn 
in Charsadda, and Koh Daman Mohmand in Peshawar, and in the 
Kohi Ehattak where the kharif revenue is paid on the miscellane- 
ous income, a single instalment on Ist December huis been fixed, 
‘The owners have now got ample time to redlise their crops 
and poy in the revenue hy due date, and itis to bo hoped that 
when the revenue iain arrears prompt measures will be taken 
against dofauiters. In the past collections have boen very bad 
owing to a false feeling of lenity, ‘Tho inordinate delay allowed 
to occur ins not, however, beon of any real heneft to the revenas 
payors, but has, on the contrary, by complicating their accounts, 
laced them nt the mercy of the Patwiria and headmon, and 
Peas were frequent. An attempt had now been made to stop 
this by giving every landowner and occopancy tenant a parche 
boAi, or revenue receipt book, in which the whole of the land held 
by him is shown with the revenne and cesses due from him i 
each harvest. Printed dha/ dachh or distribution forms were 
prepared and given out to all Patwiria. Throe copies of the 
settlement bach were made out on printed forms, ono was given 
to the hendman, one was filed in the tahsil, and ons was sent 
into the district kaningo’s office, Ifthese printed forms are 
regularly uacd. and Patwaris are required in accordance with 
Rule 55 of the Roles under the Revenue Act to fill in the reve- 
nue payments for cach harvest into the parcha bahia without 
charge, we ought to have no more complaints of impossibility of 
Prompt collections, because the headmen did not know how 
much was due from each sharer, There should, therofore, be no 
hesitation in future about enforcing the liability of the beadmen 





for prompt collections. —

The only city in the district, Peshdwar, i8 situnted in the  Peshéwar City. 

irrigated portion of the valley tothe south-west, about 13 or 14 “ees 
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miles east of the entry tothe Kbaibar Pass, in latitude 34° 2’, 
Jongitude F1°3', It im distant from Lahore 276 wiles, from 
Kabul 190 milew, from Kobit 37, from Mardin SI, tind from 
Attock $0 miles. A rongh plan of the city and cantonments is at- 
inched. ‘The gardens on the enuth of the city are noted for 
their fruit. Quinces, pomegranates, plums, limes, peaches and 
apples are produced in loxnriant abundance. They also form 
the pleasure groonuds of the people, who in the early spring 
spend all their leisure there, exactly ns Londoners. resort to 
Bushey or Richmond Park, On the north side is the Shahs or 
Royal Bagh, the propos ty of Government, now converied into 
a pleasure ground, The fort is at the north-west corner of the 
city, and the cantonment lies to the weat. On tho east thers 
aro a few orchards, groves, sidrais, and tho principal burial 
grounds in modere vse, Tho city occupies space of 44°20 
sores; its population is 63,079 or incloding enntonments anid 
nine bs, ey 19 souls. It ia eorrounded by a mud wall, built in 
the first instance by Avitabile, the Sikh Governor, and paid for 
by the levy of n tax. The gates of the city are sixteen im nuin- 
her; commenciug from the west, their names are Ram Dis and 
Dabgari; to the north the Bujanri, Kabuali or Edwardes memeo- 
rial, Asamiaior Namadmall Kacheri, Rati, Rimpora aud Haslt- 
vagar gates; on the east the Lahori and Ganj gates; and on the 
auth Yakka Tat, Kohiti, Sharki Darwaza, hands Kahi, and 
Tabiban-gates. ‘he gatezare clueed every night at gunire, 
aud need to bé opened by the same signal iu the early morning. 
‘he city is divided into five main quarters—Sardyia, Jehdngir- 
purs, Andar Shabe, Karimpura, and Ganj, The Andar Shalir 
is the quarter inhabited by the wealthier Hindda. Jt was als 
most entirely burnt to the ground in Jone 805. Tho soraia 
number bi—the principal ones are Bulemin, Sahdfin, Kazi 
Najib and Nasir Khairallah, There areten inarket places—the 
three lnvgest ure the Ganj Mandi, Pipal Mandi opposite the 
Kotwali, and Nawi Mandi near the Dabgari gote. The city is 
commanded by # mud fort tothe north-west, This fort war bailt 
br the Siche on the ruins of the Bila Hisaér or Stato residences 
of the Dordnis, which was destroyed by the Sikhe after the bhat- 
tle of Nowshorn, The main atrect, ontered from the Kabul 
yatv, ia a row of shops, the upper rooma of which are generally 
let ont as lodgings; itis paved, and presents at times « very 
picturesque sight. The ramninder of the city, mode up of 
octagons, squares, markets, narrow and irregular streets, is 
thoroughly eustern. The drainage was as bad os wanal in east- 
ern cities, until the Deputy Commissioner set to work to remody 
it. Ibis now one of the best dramed cities in the Punjab. The 
honers are built witha frame work of timber filled op with

use during the winter days and summer nights, when it wonld 
be impossible to sleep inside, | 

A very jrood idea of Peshdwar life can be obtained by « 
bird’s eye view from the Gor Khatri, which atanda on an emin- 
ence to the east of the city and overlooks it. There are very 
faw fine old honses now; those there are have been lately bailt, 
and belong to the merchant class. Most of the fine old houses 
were destroyed at the same time oa the Bila Hissar. The 
huildings worthy of notice are the Gor Khatri, originally » place 
of Hindu pilgrimage and mentioned by Babar, who visited it in 
1619. When Avitabile was Governor of Peshiwar, he resided 
there and erected a pavilion on the top of the western gute, 
which does not now exist. The upper portion of the gateway 
is used as the tahail: the enstern gute is teod os a Governinent 
guest house for native gentlemen; the north-east corner is 
pacapens oy n house belonging to the missionaries. To reach 
the Gor Khatri from the Kabeli gate the Kotwali is passed 
through by an atch ; it occupies the south side af an octagon, 
in the interior of which is the silk merchants’ quarter. The 
Kotwdli was built during British role. The mosque of Mohab- 
bat Khin, named after Mohabbat Khan, a Governor of Shali 
Jehin's, easily Setugeisnabs by its two high minarets, used 
frequently in Avitalile’s time os a enbetitute for the gallows, in 
the finest public building in the city; itis in the quarter known 
as Andar Shahr. ‘The mosque was uearly destroyed dorin 
tho fire which burnt down the Andar Shabrin June 1808 an 
was only saved by the unremitting efforts of the faithful. In 
the hot weather the people whoee TPAnAa admit of tt live int 
subterranean rooms, faikhande, which are attached to many of 
the larger houses; all the arrangements are very complete, and 
it in npparently as healthy away of passing life as remaining 
above ground ine temperature of 90° or 100°. There are ten 
publio Aamdme—this is a popular luxury, mach fancied by tho 
pene inthe winter. In und near the ity there are three wells, 
the water of which. if noticeably cool during the hot season, It 
ia managed by turning in the Bara water dnein the winter till 
the well is filled op, and then hermetically sealing it (ill the 
summer, when it is opened forthe first time. The waleris ro. 
freshing, and of a much lower temperature than water artifi- 
cially cooled, except by ice. Bhina-Méri and Dheri Bigbéndn 
are suburbs, and stretch from tho foot of the walls to the south- 
west direction of the city.

The enumercial transactions 
of the city are mininiy engrossed ly the Kbhatris and Aroris, 
though there are alao Muhammadan merchants of position and 
importance, ‘I'he mass of the population ts sub-divided into petty 
trade-yuilds, recruited by miscellancous tribes of every mice 
to bo found in Northern India or in Afghéuistau and the neigh 
bouring countries to the north and west, 


‘I'he cantonments of Peshiwar are situnted two miles went- 
ward of the Peshiwar City. Their length 16 over three miles, 
and breadth about one mile. The country surrounding them 
ia onltivated and has gardens an) villages in oloxe proximity, 
except towards the worth where there are deop ravines and the 
country ia intersected by several cantile and mvera. ‘Tbe soil 
ia very fertile amd it is irrigated by moans of small canal cuts 
from thy Bara river, Formerly water for drinking purposes 
waa obtained froin these cuts, bat itis now aopplied from the 
Hara water-works and is conveyed by A masonry ugqueduct “to 
filtering beds near the cantonment abd then distributed by iron 
pipes. The supply is tuken out of the river about a mile to the 
south of the Bara Fort and is passed into a sot of four settling 
tanks close to the fort. In theso the red clay brought down 
in the foods is deposited before the water is run off to the filter- 


ing beds. ‘The deposit ix as much as 15 inches in a year. lt is 


therefore rather s question: if the supply can be regarded as 
eulirely free from suspiciun during the autumn months, July bo 
Octobor, when the washings of the Bara rice fields are brought 


down, without time for bed filtration, owing to the rapid slope

direction of the Kébul river, The cantomment buildings are 
arranged in three main blocks; right, centre and left, forming 
together an irregular oblong, 8 miles and 540 yards iu erreuit, 
3 miles and 226 yards in length from north-weat to aouth-west, 
and J mile and 1,650 yards in breadth ali ite widest point. The 
right (or eastern) block contains the artillery lines and bar- 
racks for one regiment of Native Infantry and a company of 
Bengal Sappera and Minors, the Comrisenriat stores, the Dis- 
trict Court House and Treasury, the Jailand Police lines and 
other public buildings, The oantre block contains lines for 
revimeot of British Infuntry and one Native Infantry. It con- 
tains also the Church, Roman Catholic Chapel, Wesleyan Chapel, 
Post Office, ataging bungalow, and the Cantonment Mage- 
trate’s Office. The left (or western) block contains lines for ® 
regiment of British (nfantry, a regiment of Native Infantry, 
and one of Native Cavalry, In frout of thin block are the 
aud parade and « burial-ground. Another cemetery lies for- 
ther tothe worth. There are a large, cricket field and a recres- 
tion ground inthe centre of the cantonment, ®ud moat of the 
spare ares is utilised as a grasa farm, na many us five ead 
of dip grass being olitained during the summer owing to the 
rich soil and the free supply of water.

Fort Abnzal. _ _ Abuzai is situnted 24 miles north of Peshiwar, on the bauk 
of the Swat river, and two miles from where the river isames 
from the hills, The head works of the Swit River. Canal aro 14 
miles above the fort. It is in the form of « star with six bastions 
and bt keepin the centre, The fort was inspected by an 
officer of the Guides Vorps, and garrisoned by a detachment of 
that regiment. It was made over to the Border Military Police 
in 1895. There is w canal inspection bungalow in the fort. 
Tt was boilt in 1852 to keep the Utménkhels and Fastern 
Mullagoria in check, There is a ferry over the Swat river 
below the fort, ands good militury road to Shabkadar, which 
is situated eight miles distant. At the cénsne of 188] the 
popalution consisted of 220, of whom 7 were females. =. 

Hoti Mardin. Mardén is situated in Yusafzai, and ia garnsoned by the 
Guides Corps. It has heen declared to be # eantonment, and the 
boundaries were last gazetted in Punjab Gozelle Notification 
No, 268, dated the Bie November L607. Au Assistant -Com- 
missioner also resides thera in charge of the Yusafzai aub- 
division, of which Marddn is the hond-quarters, It is 23 miles 
north-east of Peshawar. A rongh plan is attached, The fort 
aS pecmgae ; the sepoys’ lines are all round the fort inside, 
and the officers’ quarters are at the angles. The head-quarters 
of the Mardin tahsil are here.
